State. Tribunal Gives Death 
- Blow to Parts of Har- 
kin Ordinance. 


Saloon Owner Now Has No Right to 
Renew or Assign His 
Privilege. 


NUMBER OF PLACES THE SAME 


The Diinois Bupreme court yesterday hand- 
ed down an opinion holding as unconstitu- 
tional that section of the Harkin saloon ordi- 
mance which provides that a holder of a 
Hoense hae the right to renewal and the right 
to agsign the privilege of renewal. The opin- 
ion held as constitutional that section of the 
law which provides for one saloon for every 
500 of population. 9 

When the Harkin measure was passed in 
June, 1906, there were about 8000 saloons 
in the city. Today there are 7,152. The pro- 
vision regulating the number of dramehops 
in Chicago did not affect those in existence 
at the time. But, according to the law, the 
city must reach a population of more than 
8,575,000 before an additional license may be 
issued. 

Outs Premium on Licenses. 

Consequently, saloon licenses have carried 
a premium, which has steadily advanced 
until recently they worth §2,500 each. 
Today these are worth only their 
face value. The aggregate premium value 
of the licenses—estimated at $18,000,000—was 
removed by the ruling of the court. A city 
official yesterday asserted that half the ga- 


prior right to renew his eee It gave him 
the privilege of assigning his license to any 
qualified person if he wanted to get out of 
the busines, The Harkin law gave the own- 
ers of licenses a monopoly on the saloon busi- 
ness in Chicago. No person not in the busi- 
ness could open a saloon unless he bought 
a license, not from the city, but from some 
individual who owned one. The breweries 
“bought up all the licenses they could find 
loose and thereby secured a guaranteed mar- 
ket for their product. 


Test Oase Made. 

The decision of the court was made in the 
case of Thomas Bartkowiak who owned a sa- 
loon at 4405 South Wood street. He wanted 
to go to Europe, and did not know whether 
or not he would return. So he assigned hig. 
license to Martin Malinowski for a period of 
three years. When Bartkowiak returned 
and asked for his license Malinowski laughed 
at him. Bertkowlak appealed to the courts 
to force Malinowski to give him back his 
license. Judge Martin Gridley, sitting in the 
Superior court, held for the former — 
keeper.

The men who did their duty—the judge of the 
and the witneeses—cannot walk the streets 
with the sams fesling of safety they had be- 
fore the trial. 

Justice John W. Goff wes threatened by 
letter and over his private telephone before 
the jury returned the verdict. When he 
leaves his residence in West One Hundred 
and Fourth street hie assistant peocretary, 
Thomas Kearney, or an armed guard accom 
panies film. 

District Attorney Charles g. Whitman is 
compelled by the insistence of his staff to per- 
mit Detective Albert Thomes to keep near 
him when he ie not in hie private office or in 
his home at 87 Madison avenue, He has 
received threats that he will not live te pres- 
ecute another case. 


McIntyre Fears for His Life. 

John F. McIntyre, chief counsel fer Becker, 
makes no secret of his belief that his life is 
in danger. Toward the close of the trial and 
while he wae standing just outside of the 
courtroom a gangmen muttered in his ear 
that his comments about Jaan wife 
Would gent him his fe Mr. 
ries a revolver and is ready to use it at an 
moment. 

Rose, Webber, Vallon, and Scheppa the 
informers, have received messages in the 
west side court prison that if they have any 
property to dispose of they might aa well 
make their wills. These threats are sup- 
posed to emanate from the friends of the 
gunmen, “ Gyp the Need, Lefty Louie,” 
‘“‘ Dago Frank,” and Whitey ” Lewis: The 
informers are chilled with fear. 


Shapiro Expects to Be Killed. 

Shapiro, the chauffeur, who turned against 
the gunmen and Who announced today that 
he is ready to identify them as the murderers 
of Rosenthal, has told his lawyer, Aaron J. 
Levy, that he fears he will be shot or stabbed 
as soon as he is let out of pridon. Shapiro 
has been threatened with death ass “squeal- 
* 

lawyer Levy thinks that be is no longer 
safe because he permitted his client, Shapiro, 
to take the. witness stand against Becker and 
because he has advised Shapiro to teatify 
against the gunmen when they come to trial. 
Mr. Levy hase received venomous threats 
dally. 

Friends of the jurors who convicted Becker 
have been getting anonymous letters and 
telephone calls, some of which have been 
alarming. 


Try to Minimise Danger. 

Justice Goff, the district attorney, Mr. Mo- 
Intyre, and others, who dislike sensational- 
ism, have sought to minimise the facts that 
indicate that men who hire out for Assassina- 
tion and assaults seek an opportunity to cap 
the Rosenthal case with a crime more atro- 
cious even than the killing of Rosenthal. 

Despite their reluctance to admit that dan- 
ger exists, the facts are as stated—that 
vicious threats have been received and that 
common sense precautions are being teken 
by the men threatened. 

So far a8 Justice Goff Is concerned, on one 
day of the trial the justice had reason 
believe that his life and the lives of couns<: 
were endangered because of the preseence in 
the courtroom of at least twenty rotghs and 
gang men, and that he believed the situation 
was to perilous that it might be necessary to 
order Sheriff Harburger to fill the courtroém 
with armed deputies. His orders to the po- 
lice and the court officers were séveré and 
resulted in increased vigilance. 

Justice Goff's courage was tuch that he 
was willing to walk unaccompanied from 
court to meals or home, but his friends would, 
not permit it because they knew what threats 
had gone to him. 


Whitman Gets Many Threats. 

Mr. Whitman made light of perhaps 100 
letters that were written to him during and 
after the trial. He did not want to make these 
letters public or to suggest that in New York

IGNORES GOMPERS DECREE. 


Dealises te Fellow U. 8. Judges in 
Buck Steve and Range Case. 


The state Supreme court in Springfield yes- 
terday struck a blow at the effort in Chi- 
ngo to suppress disorderly houses through 
the agency of the equity courte. 

The court held an effort to prevent Frank 
Marshal. a saloonkeeper at 2100 South State 


street, and others from conducting a disor- 


derly house at 171-175 Twenty - Arat street had 
failed. Julius F. Taylor, editor of the Broad- 
an. @ pegro newspaper, who lives at 5027 
Armour avenue, brought the suit in the 
equity courts. 

The Supreme bench held enforcemnent af 
the criminal laws of the state or of prin- 
ciples of religion and morality is not a ques 
tion of equity. The ert held Taster had 
failed to show any pecuniary lose or injury, 
or that any of his property rights were 
effected, and therefore was not entitled to 
maintain tie bill.

Friendship for Turk Here Prompted 
Diplomatie Endeavors.

BERLIN, Oct. 26.—There will arrive in 
New York next week a young American, 
George D. M. Peixotto, who claims to be the 
man who brought the war between Turkey 
and Italy to a close.

made straightway for Constantinople with 
that end in view. 


Conferred for Weeke with Porte. 

After spending several weeks in conferring 
with the sublime porte in an endeavor to in- 
duce it to agree to terms acceptable to the 
Italian victors he journeyed home for con- 
ferences. with the Italian foreign minister, 
and secured from him certain personal guar- 
antees of concessions in case the Turks 
signed the peace preliminaries.

ANGERED BY THE CENSORS. 


People Regret Chance Was Given te 
Spread Wild Rumors. 


ST. PETERSBURG Oct. 26.—The latest re- 
ports received in court circles from Spain 
give assurances of the recovery of Crown 
Prince Alexis. Apart from the meager de- 
tails of the doctors’ bulletins nothing has ap- 
peared in the Russian newspapers regarding 
the illness of the heir to the throne, and the 
whole nation is deeply incensed by the cen- 
sorship. 

The secrecy with respect to the injuries 
from which the crown prince is suffering has 
brought a crop of sensational rumors. 

The facts are that eleven days ago a child- 
ish prank moved the little prince to climb a 
high cupboard in the hunting lodge at Spaia, 
where the imperial family was sojourning. 
He slipped and fell, striking a sharp corner 
of a chair and sustaining numerous bruises. 


Delay Truth Long Time. 

The frightened attendants tried to make 
light of the accident and the prince bore the 
sharp pain without filnching. The two physi- 
clans who are always in attendance on the 
prince reported that he had sustained severe 
injuries in the region of the liver. 

A panic prevailed, but no hint of the truth 
became public until his condition became 
critical, when the country was startied by 
the physicians’ bulletins.

Testimony That Singer Was Generous

He said he bought 
a $2,500 automobile with Signorine Giachet- 
ti’stmoney and gambled her allowance from 
the tenor. 


Call Woman Unfaithful. 

Several of Caruso’s friends and servants 
testified as to Signorina Giachettl'e unfalth- 
fulness and ingratitude and the scandals pro- 
voleed by her relations with the chauffeur, 
Romati, who used to wear Caruso’s clothes. 

The witnesses oke of the generosity of 
Caruso and his great love for Signortna Gia- 
chetti, whom he hed determined to marry and 
whoee divorce he already had arranged for. 

Other witnesses testified in favor of Signo- 
rina Glachetti and the chauffeur, but Maestre 
Voghera revealed the agent Loria’s threat to 
send Caruso to prison out ef revengé Gor his 
expulsion from the Metropolitan opere house 
in New York.

Were The reason for this is the high grace 
of intelligence of the miners and the fact 


| that their mines inepection acts were drafted 


by. men of practical experience and because 
miners and their friends and fellow workers 
ir. other industrial pursuits have been able 
te demand and legislate in accordance with 
their experience. 

The minister for mines of the ‘cabinet of 
New South Wales was a miner a few years 
ago. Just now he fs trying to convince the 
lower house of parliament that the state of 
New South Wales should own coal mines. 

The mines inspection act of New South 
Wales is a bulky document of some sixty- 
seven pages. I can only present a few of 
its principal features. 

Every mine which employs more than ten 
persons below ground shall be in charge of a 
manager, residing in the vicinity, who shall 
exercise Gaily personal supervision and be 
responsible for the control, management, 
and direction’ of the mine. The manager 
shall be the owner of the mine or some person 
nominated by him. The name of the man- 
ager must be mace known to an inepector 
by written notice. No one may be manager 


of a mine unless he holds a alteren certifi-: ' 


cate of competency. 


Managers Are Examined. 

The minister for mines shall appoint 8 
board, who examines applieants for certifi- 
cates of competency as managers. The min- 
{ster may further make rules for the pro- 
ceedings of the board, prescribing places and 
times for examinations; the 1+miuneration of 
members of the board; the fee to be paid by 
an-applicant for examination; regulating the 
eonduct of examiners and prescribing the 
qualifications of applicants for examination. 
The minister grants competency certificates 


as managers to those who have passed the 


examination satisfactorily and have ‘given 
evidence of sobriety, experience, ability, and 


genera) good conduct, and ha ve had practical 


experience in mines for at least three years. 
Buch certificates must. be registered on @ 
prescribed form. 

There is a penalty for unqualified persons 
who take charge of machinery. Machine 
operators must hola certificates of compe- 
tency, and the minister appoints a board of 
examiners for engine drivers, and makes 
rules, as in the case of managers. Qualified 
engine drivers are given certificates of serv- 
ice. which must be registered. 


Certificate May Be Revoked. 

Any manager or engine driver who is re- 
ported incompetent, negligent, or unfit, or 
convicted of an offense against the mines 
inspection act, lu ambject to an Inquiry, which 
shall be public, by a court consisting of a 
warden, named by the minister, sitting either 
alone or with assessors named by the minis- 
tar. This court reports to the minister, who 
* then cause the report to be made pub- 
lic. The court has power to cancel or sus- 
pend ‘certificates; it may require a manager 
or engine driver to surrender his certificate, 
Failure to comply incurs liability to a fine 
not to exceed £100. Canceled certificates are 
to be recorded.

‘Certain persons are dis- 
qualified for acting as inspectors, vis, part- 
ners or any person who practices or acts as 
land agent, mining engineers, managers, 
agents or valuators of mines, arbitrators on 
any difference arising between owners, 
agents, or managers, or who are in any way 
employed in or about a mine or are essay be 
agents, or mine owners. Nor shall any in- 
apector be a partner or have any itnerest in 
any mine in the state. 

Inapettors. dre given the widest possible 
latitude for inspection. An inspector who 
finds in any. mine or tn anything connected 
with the mine or with its control or mana te- 
ment anything likely in his opinion to injure 
the health of the miners must give written 
notice to the manager, stating therein par- 
ticulars and accompanying the same with a 
request for amendment within a stated pe- 
riod. If the cause of danger ia not removed 
or defect remedied the inspector may proceed 
for default and the court may impose on the 
owner or manager a penalty of £50. 

Prevention of Lead Poisoning. 

The governor makes .regulations’for the 
Prevention of lead poisoning and provides 
‘penalties for the enforcement of such regu- 
lations, not exceeding £20 for each offense. 

Rules governing the draining of mines are 
many and explicit. Even more so are those 
regarding ventilation, escapes, and the use 
of explosives. Managers, or competent per- 
sons he may appoint for, the purpose, must, 
at least once in every twenty-four hours, ex- 
amine the buildings, machinery, shafts, lev- 
els, Planes, and all places used in the work- 
ing of the mines. He must record in writing, 
in a book kept for the purpose, his opinion 
as to their condition and safety, etc., eto. 
This book must always be available for the 
inspector. 

No person under the age of 21 years shall 
have charge of any winding engine: no boy 
under 18 shall have contro! of any engine 
or boiler used in connection with the work- 
ing of any mine. Every boiler must he

CTOBER 10 marked the hundredth 
anniversary of the opening of the 
present Theater Roy al, Drury Lane. 

There have ‘been four “ Drury 
Lanes on the site, Thomas Kai: 
grew erecting the first theater on aznost 
exactly the same areca in 1065. For the pur- 
pose he was granted a patent by King 
Charles II., and the actors were in conse- 
quence known as the king’s players.“ Un- 
til the middle of the eighteenth century they 
retained the right to wear the royal re- 
tainer’s uniform. 
It was only some sixteen or seventeen years 


soldier on sentry duty outside the theater at 
each performance was abandoned, owing, it 
is said, to a dispute regarding the guardroom 
iccommodation at the theater.

The greatest memories of the Theater Royal 
cluster round Wren's house, opened on 
March 26, 1674. Here, tefore the close of the 
reign of Queen Anne, were produced most 
of the plays of Dryden, Congreve, Sedley, 
Eteele, and Colley Cibber, while those who 
appeared on its beards included Betterton, 
Doggett, Barton, Booth, Mrs. Porter, Mrs. 
Oldfield, and Mrs. Bracegirdle. It was, how- 
ever, from 1742 to 1776 that the theater’s 
golden age extended, for these years mark 
the first and last appearances of David Gar- 
rick. In 1746 Garrick became joint manager 
with James Lacy, their company including 
Macklin and Peg Woffington. 

In 1662 the theater was enlarged.’ The year 
before the retirement of the great actor who, 
according to Pope, never had an equal and 
would never have a rival,” a young country 
actress of the name of Siddons made a 
lamentable appearance in the role of Portia.

Im connection with the residence district 
theater subject, how many theaters would 
you guess Chicago has? Here are the re- 
ports of the theater inspector: 

„Bookings up to date show 751 theaters of 
all kinds in the city today. Allowing for 
those which have fallen by the wayside since 
these figures were obtained, a fair estimate 
would be an even 700 doing business now. 
The growth is steady—it might be compared 
te the human birth and death rate—more are 
born than die. The growth has been gradual 
since the beginning of the family theater, and 
this naturally applies almost strictly to the 
outlying districts.’’

The number of legitimate houses—those 
presenting attractions such as vaudeville, va- 
riety, drama, and opera, but which do not

Comparison of the seating capacity of the 
loop and the neighborhood houses shows that 
the latter in a number of instances accom- 
modate more people than the downtown the- 
aters. Presidential year is said to be a factor 
working to the detriment of the show busi- 
ness, yet the family theaters claim they are 
doing 75 per cent capacity.

HERE are three characters in Mile- 
stones who are in each act—first, in 
the prime of buoyant youth; then after 
twenty-five years, faded a bit with

„The makeup question in this play is more 
complicated than in any I was ever in,“ said 
Malcolm Cherry, who plays the part of John 
Rhead.

ITHIN the last two@r three months 
in Chicago it has developed more 
strikingly than ever before the fact 
that it is unwise to depend too much 
on the civil service rules of the gov- 

ernment to hold jobs. Some workers have 
considered themselves safe from removal 
because of political or other influence. 


Uncle Sam for some time has been wield- 


ing a dangerous weapon calculated to knock 
workers out of their jobs if they don't watch 
out. This weapon is the deadly demerit which 
will undermine the best job in government 
service once it begins ite work. 

One worker who not long ago was tn con- 


trol of a certain kind of work that In divisions” 


covers the entire country and its possessions 
was taken from his job and reduced to thé 
‘control ofa singlé division. Other workers 
were put back to do work from which they 
had been promoted ten or fifteen years ago. 
Some of these men not only did not con- 
vince superiors that they had earned pro- 
motion, but they received one demerit after 
another until they realized that the skids 
were under them asd they were about te take 
a shoot downward. 

The government makes use of a demerit 
system into which is dragged. the workers 
who fail to work up, as well as the offenders 
of rules and regulations. If you don't work 
“up you'll hawe to get out of the way of the 
ones who are following. 

Any one who thinks that the civil service 
law will bold his job for him no matter how 
he works is simply walking into a snare and 
a delusion. |

I eat enough nu- 
tritlous food to enable me te do a reasonble 
amount of desk work, walk six or eight miles 
a day, sleep well, and have a clear head. 
The whole expense for food and drink, and 
for all small incidentals up to $1, inclusive, 
is at present not far from 35 cents a day— 
certainly less than 40, and I do not live ina 
squelid way, or fail in self-respect.

The palace is new, for 
the old one was burnt a few years ago, and 
this new one was put up in its place. It is 
Massive and modern and has the appearance 
of being marble, but on close inspection it is 
wood, painted yellow.

Their dresses were even 
more ridiculous. The one had a large black 
and white shaw! wound to protect the lower 
part of her body. Her. chief upper covering 
was a long strand of shell beads.

The other was dressed quite elaborately. 
She had a black and white scarf wound 
around her head that half hid a black jacket 
of the same color.

Too late I find that 
I have not taken along enough oxygen to go 
higher. Then the engine stops and I begin to 
descend at a terrific rate of speed. The awful 
buzzing in my ears is the only 
aside from the intense cold, but I 2 eee, 
warmly, so do not mind it much. Still, I am 
glai when I land safely twelve miles from 
the starting place. 

I start with a two hours’ supply of petrol, 
ati oxygen breathing apparatus, and a co3- 
tume worthy of a polar explorer. It is 12:45 
p.m. The clouds are rather more than 1,000 
meters (3,280 feet) high. I reach them in 
four minutes and pass them through a gap of 
blue. I rise quickly. According to the dia- 
grams of my two barometers I reach 2,000

meters (6,560 feet) in less than ten minutes, 


At 3,000 meters (9,840 feet) I have the im- 


pression that 1 am being driven back from 
the coast, although my machine is making 
over seventy miles an hour. At 4,000 me- 
ters (13,120 feet) there is no longer any 
doubt. I am being carried backward by the 
wind, which is consequently moving at more 
than thirty-two meters (104 feet) a second. 
One would almost say, however, that it was 
a calm dash, as it was so regular. From 
time te time through a gap in the clouds I 
see beneath me a corner of Normandy. 


I begin 
to breathe oxygen while counting the beats of 
my motor, which continues to run normally. 
The climb becomes arduous. It is cold, but 


I am well wrapped up and do not feel it

Four thousand six hundred! I again hold 
the “record,” which is the great thing. The 
machine begins to waver in the air, which 
seems no longer to support it. The fight 
against misfires becomes ever more critical. 
I still hope, however, to get 500 or 600 me- 
ters higher. I notice, unfortunately, that 
my supply of oxygen will not last out. Here 
is 4,800 meters (15,744 feet), the height of 
Mont Blanc! I have not a mouthful of oxy- 
gen left; and my motor misfires so frequent 
that I climb no higher. 

I even notice that the barometer diagram 
marks a descent, but I am, as it were, hypno- 
tized by the 5,000 meter line, which is less 
than two millimeters from the point of the 
recording pen. I shall stick to it till the 
motor gives up. I try to find a more favor- 
able air current and call upon all my re- 
sources, those of an old acrobat. At last 
the diagram shows again at a slight ascent: 
I climb 150 to 200 meters higher. Breathing 
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to spare my wings, which have already been

un cuelest and the kindest idols in 
“the world have been located in India by 
Hagh Fisher, the English archmologist. 
Kali, the tntelary deity of that well 
organized confederation of professional assas- 
sins called the Thugs, is the cruclest, while 
Juggernaut, er Jegennatha, the “lord of the 
world,” is the Kindest. — 
In the rale of the ernelest the idol of Kali 
is terrible to behold. It is black, with four 
arms, the palms of the hands smeared with 


blood. In one hand is a sword and in another. 


the severed head of one of the god’s: victims. 
The face and breast of this idol are smeared 
with blood and the eyes are red. Her hair is 
matted and she has projecting, fanglike teeth, 
between which protrudes a tongue dripping 
blood. In some of the idols of this dread god- 
dess she wears a necklace of skulls, her ear- 
rings are dead bodies, and she is girded with 
serpents. 

The ritual performed in the worship of Kali 
involves the most revolting rites, which the 
British government has long tried to sup- 
press, but not with complete success. To the

Peis worshipers of Kali” human sacrifice iy 
essential. The victim, always a male, was 
taken to the temple after sunset/and there im- 
prisoned. The next morning he was dead and 
the priests told the people that Kali had 
sucked his blood in the night. 

Cutting their flesh and burning portions. of 
their bodies is part of the devotion required 
of Kali’s worshipers. It is in her worship 
that the famous “hook swinging festival” 
was held umi prohibited by the British. 
Those who vowed themselves to gelf- torture 
submitted to be swung in the air from hooks 
which passed through their muscles just over 


‘the shoulder blades. The hooks were hung 


from a long cross beam which seesawed ppon 
a long upright pole. The victim was thus 
hoisted into the air and swung in a circle for 
fifteen or twenty minutes. Many died under 
the excruciating pain.

The demon was 80 gigantic that he could stand 
in the deepest part of the ocean with his body 
above the waves. 

Kali took her great sword and went on the 
“war path.” With one blow of the sword she 
cut the demon in two, but from the blood there 
sprang up other demons, and so fast did they 
multiply that Kali was fearful she would 
populate the world with them. Wearying of 
her labor of destruction, she finally created 
two men from the sweat that trickled from 
her arms, and, giving the men handkerchiefs 
for nooses, she bade them strangle the demons. 
They did their work with such skill and com- 
pleteness that Kali gave them the handker- 
chiefs for their descendants, instructing them 
to use the nooses with profit. 

How well the “descendants” obeyed the 
instructions is shown in the terror in which 
the Thugs have held India for centuries. 

All their work of destruction is done with 
the strictest observance of rigidly prescribed 
forms and after the performance of religious 
rites, during which are made the consecration 
of the sacred pickax and the sacrifice of sugar.

Lose Dishwashing Jobs On Boat. 

Our railfoad tickets from Chicago to New 
York cost $16 each and gave us a twetity-six 
hour stopover in Buffalo, so we had plenty of 
time to see Niagara falls. We also spent sev- 
eral hours in Detroit. On our limited capital 
We could not afford berths, so slept in the seats 
of the coaches. We left Chicago on Friday, 


June 14, and arrived in New York City the 


following Monday morning. 

We slept at a hotel the two nights we 
were in New York, our room costing us 60 
cents u night. Early Tuesday morning we 

started but to look for an opportunity to work 
our Way across the Atlantic. The first man we 
called on gave us jobs as dishwashers on the 


Hamburg-American liner Cleveland, and told 
us to report to the first steward. He took our 
names and assigned us to bunks. Then we 
were told that the captain wanted to see us. 

When we entered his cabin he asked us a 
lot of questions in German, and when he 
found that we couldn’t understand him he 
became indignant. 

Sprechen sie nicht Deutsch? he shouted. 
Go aus! Go aus!’ 

We understood by his actions that we 
were fired, so we got out as fast as possible. 
After unsuccessfully applying for jobs at sev- 
eral other boats we decided to try our luck 
at Boston and left New York Wednesday 
night on the ship Georgia, which was bound 
for Providence, R. I. From there we went to 
Boston on the trolley line.

Slept on Boston Common Bench. 

We first visited the IT. M. C. A. to inquire 
about a room, but the place they sent us to 
was so expensive that we decided to sleep on 
a bench in Boston common. The night was 


warm when we went to sleep, but we awak- \ 


ened about 3 o’clock and it was pretty chilly, 
so we started out to look for a warm place. 
We had just got comfortably fixed in a seat 
at the Hartford railroad station wheh & po- 
liceman came along and routed us out. It 
was 6:30 then, so we had breakfast and start- 
ed to look for work. 

“That afternoon we went over to East 
Boston to see if we could get work on a 
passenger ship. The Laconia of the Cunard 
line, bound for Liverpool, was the first boat 
we applied at, and the second steward hired 
us as dishwashers after asking us a few 
questions. We were told to report for work 
at 9 a. m. the following Monday morning. 
With the question of passage settled we 
spent the rest of the day looking ground the 
city. To save room rent we again slept in 
Boston common that night. It was so cold 
that we woke up several times and had to 
walk Around to get warm before going back 
to sleep. We did the same thing Saturday 
and Sunday nights and spent the days sight- 
seeing. All the money we spent was for 
meals and souvenir postal cards.

Those with steerage tickets came first, and 
it was a great sight te see the different 
nationalities. There were Swedes, Norwg- 
gians, Russians, Peleg, Greeks, Italians, and 
Turks, and each person had a ticket attaehied 
to a buttonhole of his coat. It was our duty 
to see that the diferent nationalities got 
into the specig! sectiops that had heen set

We were due to arrive in Halifax og 
Monday, Sept. 2, and on Sunday the entire 
crew was put through a lifebogt and fire drill. 
That pight we passed through a lot of ice. 
Many of the Russian passengers were bound 
for the Canadian northwest ang they got eff 
at Halifax. We helped carry their baggage, 
but reeeiyed only one small tip. That after- 
neon we earried 140 sacks of flour aboard, 
and the ship sailed again at 4 p. m. 

We ran through an almost continuops fog 
fram Halifax to New Yerk, where we grriyed 
og Phurasday, Sept. 5. After all the pasgen- 
gers were off we cleaned the deck and did 
other work ‘until notified by the steward that 
we could go ashore. The first thing we did 
after leaying the ship was to buy our railroad 
tickets for Chicago via Washington. We 
found it more expensive coming back than we 
did going, because we had to purchase first 
elasg tickets, which cost $18 apiece. We had 
just $38.90 when we landed in New York, 
and after spending $36 for tickets that left us 


$2.00. Our expenses in Washington and on 


the way to Chicago were 61.40, and we had 


‘$1.50 of our original $100 left when we 


reached home. 

“We were away just three months end 
enjoyed every minnte of the time. Perhaps 
we will do it again some day. Any boys who 
aren't afraid to do a little hard work and who 
are willing to put up with a few discomforts 
ean make the same kind of a trip at even less 
than it cost us.”

WITHOUT A PRESIDENT. 

In another column is reprinted from the 
Independent, in major part, an article by At- 
torney General Pillsbury of Massachusetts, 
which our readers will find interesting. Mr. 
Pillsbury points out how in a very possible 
contingency the nation might be left with- 
out a chief executive and without any pres- 
ent constitutional or statutory means of 
naming one. The. suggestion that in such 
case Col; Roosevelt with the aid of Maj. Gen. 
Leonard Wood and the army would seize 
the government is one of the most ludicrous 
fantasies yet evoked by Teddyphobia, and 
need not detract from Mr. Pillsbury’s rather 
slight discussion of his main topic. 

The failure of the constitution to provide 
explicitly for a succession to the presidency 
in the case of the death or disability of the 
vice: president brought about the passage 
of the succession act which provides that 
in the case of “ removal, death, resignation, 
or inability of both the president and vice 
president” the secretary of state shall be 
president, or failing him, the secretary of 
war, ete., etc. | hs 
But as Mr. Pillsbury points out this get 
does not cover a vacancy by failure to elect. 
He declares, however, that this defect can 
be cured by added legislation based on the 
eighth section of article I. of the constitution 
granting congress power “ to make all laws 
which shall be necessary and proper for car- 
rying into execution the foregoing powers 
| and all other powers vested by this consti- 
tution in the government of the United 


of.” A rather liberal but not illogical in- 
terpretation of this language would make it 
cover amendatory legislation of the char- 
acter suggested. 

The want of thoroughness and explicit- 
ness of our fundamental law on this capital 
question is itself remarkable, but the hand- 
to-mouth policy of politics could not be more 
strikingly illustrated than by our tardiness 
in tealizing and providing for its deficien- 
cy. Hven when in 1886 congress saw one 
obvious defect and provided for the suc- 
cession in case of the president’s and vice 
president’s death or disability, our legisla- 
tors were not interested enough to think 
out other possible contingencies, 

And that negligence may very well have 
unfortunate or vexatious results. The leg-

Of the many official proclamations re- 
lating to “ Tuberculosis day” none is more 
eloquent and convincing than the following, 
from the governor of Michigan: 

“ The National Association for the Study 
and Prevention of Tuberculosis has decided 
upon Oct. 27 as national ‘ Tuberculosis 
day.’ Such inroads upon life are made by 
tuberculosis that in the United States 


ene every three minntes. 

“ Experts state that one-half of all who 
die between the ages of 18 and 46 are vic- 
tims of tuberculosis, but no repetition of 
figures, no emphasis of speech, no words 
of warning can add to the horror and ter- 
ror and responsibility which in the public 
mind attach to the grewsome devastations 
of this disease. 

“ People, public and private, who do not 
perform every act within their power to 
check this scourge are almost guilty of 
negative murder. 

It is not enough to segregate victims, 

to be cleanly, to prevent infection by sani- 
tary methods in the destruction of sputum 
and otherwise. Tuberculosis will not be 
arrested until’ the race is built stronger, 
until the reserve force that resists attack 
of disease is greater and more potent. 
“The cause of tuberculosis, as well as 
its prevention, must be studied. The con- 
ditions that make for the weakening of 
the race must be remedied. As long as 
there are lowly and congested quarters in 
cities; as long as people are badly fed and 
overworked; as long as the working classes 
are improperly housed, both during their 
work and resting hours; as long as avarice 
drives the individual or employer's selfish- 
ness overdrives the employ6é; as long as 
there is excessive alcoholism and use of 
other poisons, the human race will continue 
to weaken. The vital energies of mankind 
must not be dissipated. 

“ When these things are checked by moral 
and legal rules of discipline, the greatést 
blow will be given to tuberculosis and kin- 
dred. enemies of life. 

“The situation calls for such grave con- 
sideration that I deem it my public duty to 
officially emphasize the value of united 
effort in this direction. 

„Therefore, I, Chase Osborn, governor 
of the commonwealth of Michigan, in the 
name of and for the people of Michigan, do 
issue this proclamation and urge the ob- 
servance of Oct. 27, 1912, as‘ Tuberculosis 
day.“ 
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Gov. Osborn is right in saying that tuber- 
culosis will not be arrested until the race 
is built stronger, until the reserve force 
that resists the attack of disease is greater 
and more potent.

“ Almost half a century ago a plump, 
robust young girl married a.man.hollow 
cheeked, thin, and delicate, with an annoy- 
ing cough, and accustomed to blood spitting 
and hemorrhages. This man became in time 
hale and hearty, and a splendid specimen 
of ald age. The wife bécame.an active, 
energetic old lady in spite of an ailment 
which all her physicians for forty years 
had recognized as a chronic bronchitis. , 

“Two children were born to this wed- 
lock. One died of consumption in her third 
decade; the other died of ‘ galloping * con- 
sumption at the age of 20. Repeated sputa 
examinations seemed to corroborate the 
conviction that the mother had only. bron- 
chitis, until one day millions of tubercle 
bacilli were disclosed.”

Another manifestation of injustice is 
phthisophobia—the morbid dread of con- 
sumption. A part of the community is so 
indifferent that it will work by the side of 
the most careless consumptive without pro- 
test, and another part will avoid asa plague 
any person who has a cough, or is under- 
weight, or looks like a “ lunger.” 

As a matter of fact, one bacillus is not 
liable to cduse consumption; many are re- 
quired. One contact will not result in con- 
tagion; rather close association is required. 

‘Not everybody is susceptible to the dis- 
ease. Most people who become infected con- 
quer the infection without knowing of it. 


Not one-millionth of the tubercle bacilli } 


expectorated survive exposure to sun and 
air longer than a few minutes. A careful 
consumptive is a good working companion, 
a good servant, a good employer, as the case 
may be. 
ee 
The only cure now in hand is the rest-air- 
food cure. This requires time, money, and 
patience. Each of these is to be classed as 
a resource. , 
„To the man who has not resources dom- 
mensurate with his needs there is no cure 
for consumption. A large proportion of 
those having the disease are not able to 
afford the years of rest and treatment in 
the open required to cure the disease in 
them. Such await hungrily the experiments 
of scientists who, in a thousand labora- 
tories, are experimenting to find a cure. 
From time to time scientists contribute a 
fact here and another there. These acc.- 
mulate year by year, until some genius will 
come and, perhaps by vision, perhaps by 
synthesis, perhaps by chance, will correlate 
the known information and evolve a cure. 
Then the law of compensation will have 
worked, and genius will have evened its 
score with consumption. 
— 
While we await this consummation, 
whether it be as a consumptive or as one in- 
terested in consumption, let us join in the 


prayer of Robert Louis Stevenson, a prayer 


written on the Gay of his death, after a long 
struggle with consumption: 

The day returns and brings us the petty 
sound of irritating concerns and duties.

attention to the position of the political par- 
ties in the two houses of congress, especially 
in the house of representatives, in view of 
the fact that if neither of the three presi- 
dential candidates secures a majority of all 
the electoral votes, the election of a presi- 
dent will devolve upon the house, and of a 
vice president upon the senate. 

„But none of them, so far as I have ob- 
served, has traced or perceived all the con- 
sequences which may follow from the pres- 
ent situation, without precedent in our po- 
litical history, nor disclosed the most dra- 
matic and disturbing of its features. There 
can be no question but that it contains the 
seeds of possible mischief, and it ought to 
be fully understood, especially by congress, 
which alone has power to deal with it, while 
actual danger is yet afar off. 
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By the electoral count act of Feb. 3, 
1887, 24 Statutes at Large 473, the elec- 
tors are required to cast their votes on 
the second Monday of January following the 
election, and the two houses of congress are 
required to meet and count the electoral votes 
on the second Wednesday in February there- 


after. 

„It it appears that neither candidate for 
president has received a majority of ell the 
electoral votes, amendment XII. of the con- 
stitution, which arose out of the Jefferson- 
Burr episode of 1801 and was substituted for 
the original electoral scheme of article II., 
section 1, requires the house of representa- 
tives to choose immediately, by ballot, a 
president.’ If the same failure of choice of 
vice president by the electors appears, the 
amendment prescribes that ‘ the senate shail 
choose the vice president,” though without 
the injunction that it shall be done imme- 
diately.’ The person so chosen by the house, 
if any, is prestdent of the United States as 
completely as though chosen by the electors. 
In default of an election of president, the 
person chosen vice president by the senate, 
if any, ‘shall act as president.’ as in the 
case of any vacancy otherwise occurring.

„It lo now familiar that in electing a presi- 
dent. the house of representatives votes by 
states, each state delegation having one vote, 
the choice being restricted to the three candi- 
dates having the highest number of electoral 
votes, and a majority of all the states being 
necessary toa choice. Different and conmot - 
ing statements have been made of the party 
alignment of both the house and the senate. 

“In what is perhaps the most elaborate 
discuasion of the subject, by the editor of 
the North American Revie in the September 
number, it is assumed that the delegations of 
Maine, Nebraska, New Mexico, and Rhode 
Island are evenly divided between Repub- 
Heans and Democrats, so that they might be 
unable to vote, and that of the remaining 
forty-four states twenty-two delegations are 
Republican and twenty-two are Democratic. 

According to late information, which 
ought to be authoritative, this classification 
ig correct. It is, therefore, quite within the 
range of possibility, however unlikely it may 
be to occur, that neither candidate will be 
able, to secure the votes of the necessary 
twenty-five states, and that the house of rep- 
‘réegentatives will fail to make choice of a 
president if that duty devolves upon it. 
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“Tf neither presidential candidate secures 
a majority of the electoral votes, it is prob- 
able that each candidate for the vice pre-. 
dency also will be left without a majority, 
whereupon the senate is to elect a vice presi- 
dent. But here the senators vote by the 
head, their choice being restricted to the two 
candidates having the highest number of 
electoral votes The votes of forty-nine 
senators, being a majority of the whole sen- 
aie, are necessary to a choice. 

The political claseffication of the senate 
is sufficiently uncertain to make the result 
in that body at least a subject of interesting 
speculation. It is understood that there are 
nominally fifty Republicans and forty-four 
Democrats, with two present vacancies, in 
Illinois and Colorado, respectively, which 
may be filled early in the ensuing year by 
the incoming legislatures of these states. 

The group of so-calied insurgent senators, 
who may or may not act with those of the 
‘old guard,’ is reckoned to embrace Sena- 
tore Boreh, Bourne, Clapp, Dixon, Poindex- 
ter, and Works. It is yet too early to know 
certainly whether both of the two senators 
to be elected will be Republicans, or whether 
one or both will fall into the tneurgent 
group. It ia, therefore, not certain that the 
senate can make, at least without some dim 
culty, a choice of vice expecta lly 
in the unlikely but not impossible event that 
the choice may have to be made, by the votes 
of Republican senators, between Marshail 
and Johnson. :

You must bear in mind that men are nar- 
row and ignorant. Thoughts along new lines 
or along unaccustomed channels are not easy 
to impress on the masculine mind, and par- 
ticularly when they are in opposition to a 
state or condition of mind which is the result 
of heredity or custom. This is noticeable 
with male speakers in speaking on votes for 
women. I refer to those speakers who care 
little for suffrage save as a feature of the 
political situation. ‘Their studied courtesy, 
their aim at gallantry, thelr ridiculous argu- 
ments, indicate a disposition to treat women 
with deference without having the most re 
mote understanding of the merits of wom- 
en’s contention that the withholding of the 
suffrage is a crime.

Although it seemed almost 
sacrilegious to shout out so fine a message 
from a street corner or a public square, the 
stand had to be taken, and Mrs. Henrietta 
Lyman was the first Wisconsin woman with 
sufficient courage to deliver an outdoor 
speech. A friend was found with an auto- 
mobile upon which was an organ attachment. 
The date of the meeting was sent and adver- 
tised. The automobile drove up to the place 
and the owner started to play an air to draw 
the crowd, His good will exceeded his judg- 
ment, for the air proved to be “Kiss Me,“ and 
it drew a crowd of youngsters. who took up 
the air and made circumstances embarrass- 
ing when they found there was to be a 
speaker. But the meeting convinced the 
workers they had found the right method of 
approaching the voters. Men and women 
who could not be induced to enter a church 
or hall stopped to listen and asked questions 
at street meetings.

It was at this period of the campaign that

The first automobile trip was made pos- 
sible by Dr. Blount. Miss Ruth Hari offered 
her services as cornetist and Mise Grim and 
Miss Mabel Judd were the speakers.

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Mrs. Benedict Made Manager. 

In the fak of 1011 it was thought best to put 
the campaign upon a thoroughly systematic 
basis, and to that end Mrs, Crystal Eastman 
Benedict wes appointed campaign manager. 
Mre. Benedict has lived in Wisconsin only a 
time sinee her marriage in April of that 
year but®she came highly recommended 
from New York, where she had been engaged 
in active work both in suffrage and in con- 
nection with the New York employery’ Ha- 
bility commisston, to which position she hed 
been appointed by Gov. Hughes. 

Mrs. Benedict is a young woman, full of 
life and vigor and enthusiasm, with the power 
to first make enthusiasts of others and then 
to inspire them te work which they had 
thought themselves incapabie of doing. She 
has not only been the means of furthering 
the campaign in Wisconsin, but has_ been 
thoroughly successful in helping the indi- 
viduel workers to develop themselves and to 
realize the great benefit to be derived from 
personal endeavor in a great cause. Mrs. 
Benedict has also largely assumed the re- 
sponsibility of raising money to finance the 
campaign, and, though this is not an agree- 
able task, it hae had to be attended to at 
times when the treasury has read something 
Mke $13.46. 

A month or two after Mrs. Benedict took 
over the management of the league the 
executive board appointed Miss Alice Ourtis, 
a normal school teacher in Milwaukee, as 
state organiser. Mise Curtis brought much 
charm, intelligemce, and fervor into her werk 
and has been most successful. All but eight 
or ten counties in the state have a good or- 
ganization.

Aged Worker Braves Cold. 

Miss Curtis has been assisted by Mrs. Bruce 
Kestor, Mra. Rex. McCreery, Miss Neda 
Neubecker, and Miss Sarah James in the 
work of organization, most of which was 
effected during the winter months. Their 
work consisted of building up organizations 
in the various counties of the state. Upon 
these tions were placed the respon- 
sidility of the particular county, with chair- 
men of organization, finance, lecture, litera- 
ture, and press appointed. 

Over sixty-five of such leagues and almost 
as many minor committees have been formed 
and affiliated with the Political Hquality 
league and are always in touch with head- 
quarters, but working quite. independently 
for the good of the counties. A number of 
the most alert, brainy women of the state 
are represented in these organizations serv- 
ing on the various committees. Among them 
are Miss Zona Gale of the Columbia County 
league; Mrs. L. D. Harvey, Menomonie; 
Mrs. Doolittie, Dau Claire; Mrs. T. V. Dreut- 
ger, Sturgeon Bay; Mre. Mary Bradford, of 
Kenosha. .

During the cold 
weather last winter when the thermometer 
stood many grees below zero, Dr. Brown 
often drove as many as ten or fifteen miles 
to deliver a speech in Racine county where 
she lives. She did some of the early work 
in Ohio and stumped Kansas in 1867.

ness and make her a less devoted mother. 
Mrs. Gudden immediately answered his ob- 
jections pointing her remarks with the story 
of the lttle.girl whose cat neglected her 
kittens shamefully. Taking the cat’s fore- 
paws in her Mttle hands and looking pussy 
square in the eyes, the child exclaimed: 
** You’re not fit to bea mother. Why, you're 
hardly fit to be a father.” 

A wave of enthusiasm for woman's euf- 
frage has ewept over Madison. There is a 
strong league among the women, numbering 
some of the most prominent leaders in so- 
ciety, club, and untversity circles, with a 

men’s league as an able advisory support.

In any other 
city the rules o. the game are kes stringent 
than in New York. No member of the 400 
here ia interested in politics, literature, 
drama, the liberal, plastic, household or 
fine arts. They never read. You will not 
see a Magazine—even the most expensive— 
in any place arranged for the patronage of 
the social leaders of New Tork. They do 
not sing; they hire the most efficient of tlie 
world singers to do this for them, then they 
pay no attention to the performance. 

The president of the United States is not 
an object of any interest to them unless he 
happens to be of their own eocial circle be- 
fore he takes the oath of office. They would 
not enter the White House unless such a 
man was the host.

listen to men of every sort and quality and 
origin, in taking counsel what is to be done.

The reason that I feel justified in appeal- 


ing to the voters of this country to support the 


Democratic party at this critical juncture in 
its affairs is that the leaders of neither of 
the other parties propose to attack the problem 
of a free government at its heart. Neither pro- 
poses to make a fundamental change in the policy 
of the government with regard to tariff duties.

Even so, may an aspirant for the, Presidency of 
the United States be defeated in his ambitions and 
subjected to reprehensible criticism the moment his 
cand) is announced, notwithstanding the fact 
that he may haye been long in public life and that his 
record may have been an open book to all. 

Probably, no Presidential candidate has suffered in 
this respect more vitally and notoriously than the late 
James G, Blaine, in his day the perpetual candidate 
for White House honors, just as Henry Clay had 
been in his, Consider the memorable campaign of 


18761 Samuel Jones Tilden, the most eminent lawyer 


ever nominated by a great party for the Presidency, 
was the Democratic standard bearer, Rutherford B. 
Hayes being, of course, the Republican. Hayes, who 
was seated by the Electoral Commission, was, at the 
breaking out of the Civil War, City Solicitor of Cin- 
einnati and was mounting rapidly in his profession. 
He had fought his way to a Major Generalcy in the 
Great Struggle and had made himself very popular 
in Ohio by refusing, in 1862, while in the field, a 
nomination for Congress. “God moves in a mys- 
terious way His wonders to perform.” Hayes by re- 
fusing to resign his commission and to go to Con- 
gress, was helped, almost shoved, into the White 
House. Coincidentally, that same year James A. 
Garfield resigned his commission as a Major General 
to go to Congress, and his Congressional career 
helped materially to put him in the White House. 
Subsequently, 1 was an inconspicuous Repre- 
sentative in Congress for a short time. 

In 1873, to the wonder of all, to the humiliation of 
the Republicans and the boundless joy of the Dem- 
ocrats, Ex-United States Senator Allan, variously 
known as Old Bill and Rise-up William, defeated 
Governor Edward F. Noyes for re-election in Ohio. 


Governor Allan was one of the foremost advocates of 
Greenbackery and, though past the Seripturally al- 
lotted three score and ten, was an astonishing cam- 
paigner. If this enthusiastic Greenbacker should be 
re-elected, it was generally believed that he would 
sweep the country for President in 1876 on a Demo- 
cratic platform made to suit him and containing, of 
course, a strong Greenback plank. This sorely de- 
pressed the hard money adherents everywhere, the 
consequence being that the Ohio Republicans set up 
Hayes as their Gubernatorial candidate in 1875, more 
on his war record than anything else, on a hard 
money platform. After a canvass which attracted in- 
ternational attention, Hayes won by u plurality of 
less than six thousand, thereby retiring Governor 
Allan permanently to private life, practically killing 
the Greenback movement and placing himself in a 
most admirable position as a compromise Republican 
Presidential possibility. 

Blaine was the leading candidate at the moment. 
John Sherman, who hated him with the virulence of 
one having a genius for hatred, brought out Hayes, 
more to dissuade the Buckeye delegation from sup- 
porting the Man from Maine than with the hope of 
nominating his candidate.- Roscoe Conkling, another 
great Presidential possibility always doomed to dis- 
appointment, was favored by Grant; and Bristow, 
Secretary of the Treasury and destroyer of the Whis- 
key Ring, was the Reform candidate... It was a no- 
table field. On the first ballot the vote stood: 
Blaine, 285; Morton, of Indiana, 125; Bristow, of 
Kentucky, 113; Conkling, of New York, 99; Hayes, 
61; Hartranft, of Pennsylvania, 58; Jewell, of Con- 
necticut, 11; seattering 3, with 379 necessary to nomi- 
nate. Blaine was a pronounced fayorite: with the 


masses. The famous, or infamous, Mulligan letters, 


so dramatically injected into the campaign, weakened 
him then and for all time, however. 3 

Just as the Convention was on the eve of assem- 
bling, he fell insensible from sunstroke at the door of 
a Washington church. The chances are that he would 
have been nominated had it not been for the Mulligan 
letters and the sunstroke. As a fact, and according 
to general belief, he would have been nominated in 
spite of these severe handicaps but for as contempt- 
ible a trick as was ever played on a Presidential ean- 
didate. Blaine had gained slowly in the Convention 
till the sixth and next to the last ballot, when the 
vote stood: Blaine 308; Morton 85; Bristow 111; 
Conkling 81; Hayes 113; Hartranft 50; seattering 5. 
The ballot was taken just before a recess for supper, 
with a night session to begin at eight o’clock. The

ship in 1854, but Lyman Trum- 
bull made away with the prize. 
He was a candidate for the 
Viee-Presidential nomination in 
1856; but, though he stood 
second with 110 votes in the 
balloting, Dayton was chosen. 
In 1858 he fought his far-re- 
sounding battle with Judge 
Douglas for the Senatorship, 
but the Little Giant won. In 
those debates, Lincoln gave a 
half-sad, half-humorous account 
of his lack of success as an of- 
fice-seeker. 

Notwithstanding these sue- 
cessive disappointments, his va- 
rious canvasses for himself and 
others, together with the large 
acquaintance formed on the cir- 
euit as a lawyer, made him easily 
the foremost of contemporary 
Illinois Democrats, as he had 
been furnished with ample op- 
portunity for exercising that 
terse and luminous style of 
speaking of which he was 
master. 

It was, however, the famous 
Lineoln-Douglas series of de- 

bates that, more than anything 
else, gave him the nomination. 
Though most Presidents had 
been, as they still are, nominated 
because of their official records, 
the fact that Linecoln’s official 
record was practically nil, para- 
doxieal as it may appear, was 
of amazing advantage to him. 
The leading candidate was Will- 
iam Henry Seward, of New 
York; but he was considered too 
radical to be available. In the 
Senate he had been too garru- 
lous about the Irrepressible 
Conflict and the Higher Law. 
Indiana and Pennsylvania were 
then both October States, so 
called; that is, they elected their State tickets in Oc- 
tober. The Republicans had to have both to elect a 
President. If they went Democratic in October, they 
would go that way in November, and vice versa. The 
moral effect of winning both in October would have 
an important influence a month later. But both were 
considered doubtful. 

Henry S. Lane, of Indiana, and Andrew G. Curtin, 
of Pennsylvania, Republican Gubernatorial nominees, 
journeyed to the Chieago Convention to convince the 
delegates that if Seward were nominated both States 
would be lost to the Republicans, while if a less radi- 
eal candidate were put up, the Republicans would 
carry both— a persuasive argument to which many 
yielded. Furthermore, Horace Greeley — another 
intense White House aspirant of defeated ambition 
— was there for revenge. He was far and away the 
most influential Republican editor in America and 
was a power to be conciliated. Some time previously, 
he had written to Seward an epistolary classic, one of 
the most éaustic, pathetic and amusing letters in the 
language, dissolving the politieal-firm of Seward, 
Weed and Greeley by the withdrawal of the junior 
partner. The trouble with the irate Horace was, that 


Seward and Weed had played the game of We take 
turkey and you take buzzard, and he had a keen ap- 
petite for turkey. | 

Greeley could not be elected a delegate from New 
York ; but he sat in the Convention with his pocket full 
of far-western proxies, and in his shrill falsetto he 
everywhere and incessantly cried that Seward would 
prove a Jonah. Thereby, he remorselessly evened-up 
the seore by defeating Seward and nearly breaking 
Weed’s heart. Atop of this, the Lincoln managers — 
as shrewd a set of manipulators as ever ruled or 
ruined in a Convention — packed the wigwam with 
indefatigable Lincoln rooters. Of the electoral vote, 
Lincoln had 180 as compared with 72 for Brecken- 
ridge, 39 for Bell and 12 for Douglas — a big major- 
ity — but he was very much of a minority President, 
so far as the popular vote was concerned. The latter 
stood 1,866,352 for Lincoln; 1,375,157 for Douglas; 
847,514 for Breckenridge, and 587,830 for Bell. 
Thus, at the close of a lifelong rivalry between Lin- 
coln and Douglas, with Douglas always in the lead, 
the great Civil War President came into his own. 

Four years later came his renomination, and An- 
drew Johnson, of Tennessee, was nominated for Vice- 
President, because it was deemed advisable to 
strengthen the ticket by giving second place to a war 
Democrat or a Unionist from the South, At the be- 
ginning of the War, Johnson had been a prominent 
Democratic Senator, and during the first years of the 
Struggle he was Military Governor of Tennessee. 
His staunch Unionism and his geographical location 
made him Vice-President, while the death of Lincoln 
put him in the White House. Of all the Presidents 
Andrew Johnson, only, was neither a lawyer nor a 
soldier. Of the twenty-six Chief Executives he alone, 
by the way, was impeached; though articles of im- 
peachment were prepared’against John Tyler, but 
never introduced. Josiah Quincy, as may not be gen- 
erally known, introduced impeachment articles 
against Thomas Jefferson, which, however, only re- 
ceived the one vote of their author. | 


John Tyler, incidentally, does not get a square deal 
in history, even by Colonel Roosevelt who prates 
much of the square deal; for in his Life of Benton, 
Colonel Roosevelt says that it is flattery to call Tyler 
a mediocer man — a statement so extravagant as to 
be preposterous. He was one of the very few United 
States Senators, furthermore, who have possessed 
conscience enough to resign and to go home when in- 
structed by the Legislature to vote in a way that they 
considered wrong. 

Sadly enough for them, it is usually the fortune of 
near Presidents to be forgotten. Such once-luminous 
possibilities, for instance, as William H. Crawford, 
DeWitt Clinton, Lewis Cass, Butler, David Davis, 
Breekenridge and Bell, are hardly more than names 
in the current mind. On the other hand, there are a 
few historical figures who were prominent candidates 
for President, but who are entirely forgotten as such. 
General Winfield Scott falls in this category, though 
he should be remembered as a monumental hoodoo, 
his candidacy having proven to be just that to the 
Whigs in 1852. Everything the Mexican War hero 
did or said during the campaign hurt him and the 
cause for which he stood. His unfortunate remark 
about having “eaten a hasty plate of soup,” set all 
the wits of the period to poking fun at him; and his 
habit of rigging himself in gorgeous uniforms in a 
time of profound peace tended to convince the people 
of his vanity rather than of his statesmanship. 

Riding in a ear with the General on one occasion, a 
strange lady sitting near by politely offered him a 
copy of The New York Herald, which he declined, 
saying pompously: “I never read The New York 
Herald.” The lady happened to be the wife of the 
elder James Gordon Bennett, editor and proprietor 
of the newspaper in question, and capable of being 
one of the most implacable of enemies, He at once

Still, for the development of a country 
upon a sound basis you must get the 
farmer first. The others will then come 
fast. enough. It is the farmer who builds 
the. cities, even if he doesn’t live in 
them, and sometimes he builds them too 
fast; that is, population and business in- 
crease faster than provision ean be made 
to meet their growing needs. Edmonton 
has had a part of its population living 
in tents, even during the winter, för sev- 
eral years, owing to the fact that its nu- 
merical growth has been too rapid for its 
builders, and the housing problem has 
been a serious one with other towns and 
cities of western Canada — Calgary, Med- 
icine Hat, Vancouver, Regina, Saskatoon, 
and even Winnipeg. The hotel situation 
is interesting in this connection. You 
ean 't be sure of a room in any town of 
importance between Winnipeg and Vic- 
toria, unless you engage it ahead by wire 
or mail. It seems impossible to build hotels 
fast enough in these places. 

These conditions are due to the rapidity 
with which western Canada has been and 
is being developed, and this rapid develop- 
ment is the result of the most intelligent, 
earnest and effective campaign for popu- 
lation ever undertaken by any country. 
The campaign is of recent inception, how- 
ever, and the more strenuous, probably, 


because of earlier indifference. There has 


been land for those who wished to take 
it on Government terms for many years; 
but it is only of late that any serious effort 
was made to induce them to take it. Amer- 
ican immigration was so small as to be 
negligible up to 1898-9. 

Canada welcomed those who came; but 
she extended no very cordial invitation 
to them to come. Now, she does; and she 
is getting both native and naturalized 
Americans. Her success, so far, has been 
the more noteworthy, because there have 
heen serious obstacles to overcome. For 
instance, Canada’s elimatie reputation. 

In the old days the Hudson Bay Com- 
pany, desiring to keep the country for its 
own exploitation, encouraged, or at least 
did not discourage, the idea that it was a 
land of almost perpetual ice and snow; 
and the very first thing to be done, with 
a view to suceessful colonization, was to 
eradicate that impression. It was no easy 
task. Indeed, the impression still prevails 
in many minds, although, as a matter of 
fact, in elimatie conditions a large part 
of western Canada compares more than 
favorably with many of our northern 
states. The chinook winds temper the win-

What receive from Europe, for the 
most part, is the raw material (not al- 
ways the most promising) for citizenship 
in a land of opportunity, while what we 
ae losing is the finished product. 

Canada, especially western Canada, is 
the newer country in the sense that de- 
velopment upon any comprehensive scale 
has come much later; and, of course, that 
counts for a deal. There is more 
land available for settlement, and there 


ter, and even where the mercury does try 
to slip out of the bottom of the tube, 
the blizzards that we experience are usu- 
ally lacking.

For rapid colonization, however, it is 
not enough merely to call attention, no 
matter how vociferously, to natural re- 
sources and advantages. That will help; 
but the natural opportunities must be 
supplemented by attractive propositions, 
and therein Canada has been particularly

progressive. She has propositions for all 
-—the man with little and the man with 
much, During the last few years, she has 
made especial efforts to attract the man 
with a fair supply of ready cash, the man 
of experience who will accomplish the 
most with the least help; but the other 
is not forgotten. She offers everything 
from the raw land to the ready-made 
farm, from the natural conditions to irri- 
gation, from the small fruit ranch to the 
big alfalfa and grain farm; and her terms 
vary to meet all reasonable conditions. 
You may homestead 160 acres of 
land (if you are a Canadian or declare 
your intention to become one), and you 
may pre-empt additional adjoining land. 
You may also acquire land by purchase 
up to 640 acres. These are primarily Do- 
minion government propositions; for the

free homestead is not granted upon some 
provincial government lands, although 
they may be obtained by pre-emption. 

The homestead cost is only the amount 
of the registration fee; but the home- 
steader must reside upon the land at least 
six months in every year and cultivate at 
least fifteen acres for three years before 
title passes to him. Pre-empted land must 
be paid for at the rate of one dollar an 
acre, with similar conditions as to resi- 
denee and cultivation, and purchased land 
costs from five dollars to ten dollars an 
acre, according to its location and char- 
acter; but the terms are very easy — in | 
some cases no payment, except the regis- 
tration and recording fees, is required for | 
two years. : 

The widest range of conditions and | 
prices, however, is found in the railroad | 
and land company propositions, especially | 
the former. This is due to the fact that 
private capital frequently does more in 
the way of preparing the land for the 
settler, and it is therefore possible to get 
farms and fruit ranches in all stages of 
iunprovement. The free homestead is lack- 
ing here, of course, as is also the require- 
ment of intended citizenship; but a crop 
payment plan for some of the land has 
been devised that is easier than any other 
method of purchase. This calls for an 
initial eash payment of one-tenth the price 
of the land, after 4vhich the farm is prac- 
tically worked on shares until paid for. 
The cost of land thus utilized may be only 
a few dollars an acre; but the prices range 
upward, through the various other coloni, 
zation plans, until the irrigated and ready- | 
made farm is reached on the one hand, 
und the irrigated and improved fruit 
ranch on the other. 

For irrigation, of course, makes a dif- 
ference in cost, and it is irrigation that 
is developing much of southern Alberta. 
Even in districts where it is not altogether 
necessary — where the rainfall is ordi- 
narily sufficient — it makes all the differ- 
ence between probability and certainty, in 
uddition to increasing the productiveness 
of the land; and in some districts it is 
recognized as a necessity.

Each year has seen greater engineering 
tasks undertaken. 

Prices, therefore, have a healthy range, 
depending upon both God-made and man- 
made conditions. Aside from irrigation 
and the natural advan „the railroads 
are a leading factor. A branch line, now 
under construction, down the Columbia 
River valley from Golden, has made a 
difference in prices there; and another that 
is to reach into the Kootenay valley is 
having a similar effect. 

The irrigated farms of Alberta cost 
from thirty-five dollars an acre to fifty- 
five dollars, while unirrigated land in t 
same district ranges from thirteen dollars 
to twenty-five do There is also the 
ready-made farm, with all necessary build- 
ings erected and — of the land broken 
and seeded; but that is a special proposi- 
tion, and need not be considered here. 

Involved with the cost of the land is the 
further cost of making it commercially 

rofitable and of living while doing so. 
is takes a much 3 time with fruit 
land than with farm land, although the 
initial cost is not so great. Grain and 
alfalfa land should e some return to 
the settler a year after he takes posses- 
sion, and a much larger return the second 
year; but a fruit ranch makes practically 
no return for about five years. 

Canada, in seeking settlers, is very care- 
ful to mention these facts. Her invitation 
to come is directed primarily to the man 
who ‘‘knows how,’’ which may explain 
the character of her immigration from 
the United States. She thinks from $1,500 
to $2,500 of available cash is about right, 
with even more for some of her proposi- 
tions. Still, she is not insistent, and lots 
of people live while improving their own 
farms and ranches by working part time 
for others. Indeed, she has many sug- 
gestions to make with regard to this prob- 
lem of getting started. For instance, much 
of the first work may be done by contract, 
thus avoiding the immediate purchase of 
some of the implements and machinery 
that would otherwise be necessary. Much 
may be done by co-operation, also, thus 
dividing a part of the expense, not only 
at first, but afterward. Again, the man 
with sufficient money mey purchase every- 
thing needful at once and develop his land 
independently of all others. And Canada 
has a system of demonstration farms, to 
furnish information of great value to the 
settler. 

There is, therefore, a strong appeal to 
the agrieulturalist in western Canada, and 
that he has been responding to it is shown 
by the statistics. But, although grain is 
the main product, the prairie provinces 
give some attention to fruit and more to 
cattle, sheep, poultry and dairy products; 
and these have kept pace with the gen- 
eral development. 

British Columbia differs in many re- 
spects from the prairie provinces and must 
be considered separately. Lumber, farm 
and ranch products, including an enormous 
output of fruit, coal and coke, and salmon 
and other fish, are the principal resources 
of the Pacific Coast. 

Manufactures, also, play an important 
part in the business and population in- 
crease all through western Canada. ‘Nearly 
everything needed is made, although not 
yet in sufficient quantities to meet the 
demand. Clothing, brick, iron, soap, ma- 
chinery, beer, cigars, furniture, breakfast 
foods, leather goods, dressed meats and 
woolen cloth are a few of the many things

Now and then a man, such as James 
Buchanan, has attained the White House 
through sheer persistency and an eventual 
combination of happy circumstances. 
Buchanan was our first bachelor President 
and was a lawyer of respectable standing 
—merely that and nothing more. He 
early shied his hat into the ring, and he 
let it stay there too long, to the dishevel- 
ment of his fame. Holding high offices 
progressively for many years, he had long 
had a hankering for the Presidency and 
had received votes in the Convention of 
1844, 1848 and 1852. On the first ballot 
in the Convention of 852 he ran second 
to General Cass, of Michigan, and had 
about given up the idea of occupying the 
White House when he was appointed Min- 
ister to the Court of St. James by Frank- 
lin Pierce. But man proposes and God 
disposes ; the appointment to England was 
the leading factor in elevating him to the 
White House. At the time of the Con- 
vention of 1856, the Kansas imbroglio 
had rendered every other Democrat of 
Presidential stature impossible; and, for- 
tunately for himself, Buchanan was able 
to prove an alibi. 

It was one thing, however, to nominate 
the veteran Pennsylvanian, Buchanan, 
who had held office so long that he was 
popularly known as The Old Public Func- 
tionary; but quite another to elect him. 
The Whig Party was in articulo mortts ; 
the Know Nothings — the Bull Moose fac- 
tion of the moment — were mystifying the 
country; and the Republican party had 
sprung inté the arena full-armed and in 
fighting trim. It was to bea battle-royal. 
The Know: Nothings nominated Ex-Presi- 
dent Fillmore and Andrew Jackson Don- 
aldson, adopted son of General Jackson. 
What was left of the Whig party ratified 
their nominations. 

The Republicans nominated young Col- 
onel John Charles Fremont, of South 
Carolina, a French Huguenot by lineage, 
a soldier by profession, who had eloped 
with Colonel Benton’s daughter, Jessie, 
and whose exploits as a pathfinder had 
made him a popular figure. He was sup-

woolly horse, which served as his mascot 
in the campaign. 

Fremont proved a dangerous antagonist. 
When the popular vote was counted, it 
was found that Buchanan was a minority 
President, having received 1,838,169 votes, 
while Fremont had obtained 1,341,264 
and Fillmore 874,534. In the Electoral 
College, however, Buchanan had a large 


majority, receiving 174 votes as compared 


with 114 for Fremont and 8 for Fillmore. 

Mention of the Know Nothings brings 
my pen to Theodore Roosevelt, the most 
versatile of Presidents, who was voted 
to remain in the White House in 1904 be- 
cause he had been elected Vice-President 
in 1900 and had succeeded to the higher 
office on the death of McKinley. His elec- 
tion in 1904 was the smashing of prece- 
dents, in cases where Vice-Presidents had 
succeeded.to the Presidency on the death 
of their chiefs. Roosevelt accomplished 
what Tyler, Fillmore, Johnson and Arthur 
had failed to do. He was nominated for 
Vice-President because he had served in 
the Legislature, run a cattle ranch in Da- 
kota, written several books, made in- 
numerable speeches, acted as Civil Service 
Commissioner, Police Commissioner of 
New York, Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy and Governor of New York, and had 
distinguished himself in Cuba. It was 
Roosevelt ’s rough riding that contributed 
most toward putting him in the White 
House, however. He was the youngest of 
the Presidents, and was the fourth pro- 
fessional statesman to achieve the distinc- 
tion, the others being John Quincy Adams, 
Johnson and Garfield. It was the Roose- 
velt administration, or rather its endorse- 
ment, it must be admitted, that con- 
tributed most toward gratifying the 
Presidential aspirations of William How- 
ard Taft. : 

Summarizing our Presidential cam- 
paigns and eandidacies, it is noticeable 
that more than one man has gone to the 
White House with a smaller popular vote 
than his antagonist. This observation 
might be extended to the great party Con- 
ventions, as showing that the will of the 
people is apt to be badly expressed by 
Conventions, and as indicating that a new 
order in the way of carrying out the 
popular expression is at hand.
